All the Laplanders have stated that they would not remain 
at the station another year at the salary fixed by yourself before 
you left, Have retained four under the old contract to remain un- 
til your arrival. I will take an Eskimo family from Shaptolik to 
assist in caring for the deer, such family will remain with the 
deer until you come and in pay for services will receive food ana 
clothing. I consider it best to have the two Eskimo families, 
namely the one taken last year and the one which I will engage soon. 
Should you not care to pay the wages which the Laplanders demand, 


two families of Eskimos will be able to care for the herd, 


I have sent you’ Charlie's receipt via Katmai. 
A few families will request to be taken home I think but 
& number of them wish to go to the gold fields.

| In your letter to me some time ago you intimated: that 
Gen, Baton might be able to visit Utah about the time of our commencement 
and take some part in the exercises of that occasion. I write now to ask 
whether you are able to give me any definite information on the subject of 
his plans, We would like to have him deliver the annual address to the pu- 
pils of the graduating class and the school on Sunday evening, dune 3rd, if 
he is to be here or can arrange to come for the purpose. 

The Board of Home Missions and the College Board are a long time in 
reaching an understanding bout the proposed change in relation of the col- 
lege and the Salt Lake Collegiate Institute. My last instructions from 
the former were to make no announcement concerning the matter till I should 
hear from them again. That was several weeks ago,and since then the matter 
has not been referred to by then. 

I wish the college had $6000 which they could put into the ten rod 
lot in the rear of the Collegiate Institute property. We have almos,the 
full frontage for the property on Second East St., and the additional depth 
Will: always be necessary for the size of our buildings, even when the college 
comes to sell out this plant. I believe the 10 by 10 rods could be bought 
-now for the sum I have named, and the school should own it. We have such 
need of it that we are paying rent for it, but we have no hold on it except 
from month to month. If we should lose control of it we: would have .abso- 
lutely no recreation ground for the school. Is there any show. at all for 
the college purchasing this ground? Now is the. time for the purchase if it 
ean be reached. 

I have .a fegling that the school is between two owners and do not know 
to which to turn for the things we need. The Home Mission Board will hardly 
feel: like investing more money in it than will be necessary to keep it up 
till the time that the college board takes hold of it, and unless the col- 
lege board will: father us we shall be subjects for an orphanage. If the 
college is buying any school furniture for the new college building before 
fall, an order for some recitation seats should be’ included for the @olle- 

‘giate Institute. We are destitute in that respect.
